Dear Mr. Lewis: 

At the risk of being thought persistent I am writing 
you again regarding the matter of the letter of application 
to the University Senate. I realize that some details of 
the question may be under consideration, but if the letter 
is to be sent to the Senate in time for action which affects 
the next school year it should go very soon. 

This delay concerns me personally in two ijays. For 
a number of years I have been discussing this matter of 
affiliation with several men in ^/fministrative positions 
in the University, in the honest belief that this was what 
the sponsors of the School wilted done. My position with 
the University will become* a4i embarrassing one if the 
School does not now follo\y/up these discussions with some 
kind of action. I believe, too, that the opportunity may 
not come again at such ^n advantageous time, when our 
enrolment is high and /before competition from similar 
courses in the Universities makes itself felt.

In addition to this there is the question of the 
School Residence^ I took over the financial responsibility 
of the residence when I became Principal only in order 
that the Scho<4l might continue to attract girls T^om good 
homes in othfer parts of Canada. Since the lease of the 
present residence should b3 renewed soon if we are to 
need it a*fother year, I must know what the intention of 
the "Boafd" is for the future of the School.
